closeness, fearless nuns ;l nd de-termi nation. They arc 
now resolved no longer to be hoodwinked with the 
veil of prejudice, enchained with the trammels ol 
superstition, or deluded by the impositions^ or intim- 
idi'J.ed by the donuiiciat.hiiLS of ;i ci a try and ini; ■kraut. 
priesthood; but to examine i'oj- themselves — '" to prove 
all things, and hold fast that which is good.' ? And 
long have the pries (hood dreaded, and anxiously have 
they endeavored to procrastinate, the arrival of this 
period. Long have they been apprehensive of the 
development of intellect, ami the enlightenment of 
mind. Long have they feared the advent of that 
era which will liri.it tin' dawn of rationality and ad- 
vancement. And why'! Because they knew full 
'well, ignorant aad -npe.v-u-.ious as many of them 
may appear, thai when intellect and rationality be- 
come the main-springs of society — when men begin 
dispassionately and phll.i.-ophir.idiy to examine into 
the mysteries and workings of religion, that all their 
i.iupoiU!..;];.- will be diao.'^i'iidj nil their era'l'ivKT-v 



detected, anil all their designs and practices fully 

exposed. Ami, when once this is done, they arc 
isonscious that their influence over the pcoplo, would 
jnu.u- 1 'irv :i:ly decline, and idtiuial'.-ly falh Tiii.-i has- 
already in some raeasero proved true. For by the 
many bold and darin;- innovations, which have 
been made by a 1'ainc, a Voltaire, a Mirabaud, a 
Vuiney. a Taylor, a Hewitt, and an Owen, upon 
what is aiTOS.inlly called the eon-ceraLed ynioiid of 
religion, their in da e nee has inat.eiialiy declined, and 
has iv.i-v pvospcijf of .-till oojitiniiing to do so. And 
this they Know — this they fed. Hence, the terrific 
thunderbolts of indignation and anathema which they 
have hided at. the cksi-aelevs n;' those distinguished 
mien. And hence, that malicious and vindictive 
*phii w:ii>-h they have :iiani]'i-Mi:iI lowaixl ad (hose 
who have had the inUwiiy or boldness to acknowl- 
edge theiiiHeivL-i their dis-iiiles. Hence, too, their 
present discreditable opposition !o every educational, 
polii.i.'.d asid tiH'.ial LnCitstrre. whieli woold cor.dnce to 
tlie ci i^vati on and improvement of society. But poor 
deluded mortals ! how vain will they find all their 
r.Kempi.s i.i impede the: mi<;hr,y progress of truth— 
the glorious advaiseontent. of IhoLi^lio and enlighten- 
ment ! As welt, indeed, :ni;dit they auenipt to over- 
throw the pyianiiri? of l^ypl with the waft ofa feather, 
as to endeavor lo doamiish flie tempie of reason ami 
intellect which is now ereeii:!:: in se-"-iery: a temple 
■■vhh.'h. while it v,i!l he ;, ^iorioa;.' emblem of the pro- 
:;n:ssi .15 ol'mai;, will be a lasting monument of their 
final donnf di ! I-'*.! i>.jji-;..!ev:Lljly. ii! tUct, is the power 
!>i" i.he pries:!;, : o 1 already tlindmdicd. that they are 
now hei!! titling lo lie looked upon by the leading 
minds of ali classes, with feelings of indifference 
sii:i i?" .[iip:^sio:i, rather than these of reverence and 
sd miration. 

It was the dosiie to endeavor 10 haslen the annihi- 
lation of the influence of those men that induced mi; 



to publish the following work— a work which, I trust, 
ivili serve fciiicirhat to expose one of Lhe greatc-l im- 
positions ti'C palmed upon mankind in any age, or 
in any country. I allude, as may be supposed, to the 
Bible. Yes, the Christian priesthood dare so out- 
rageously to blaspheme the character of the Supreme 
Governor of the Universe as to say, that, book is Ms 
word ; that he either wrote or inspired men to write 
it. shame, shame upon such blasphemy ! What ! 
a munificent and omniscient Deity the author of a 
boot replete with more contradictions, containing 
more immoralities, and inculcating more absurdities, 
than any bonk extant; contradiction-, loo, of tin.; 
grossest character, i.nimoraliiics of the most perni- 
cious tendency, and absurdities of the most extrava- 
gant nature! Audacious impiety ! Such an opinion 
perhaps tnicht bo entertained in the dark ages of ig- 
norance and superstition, but in this the boasted era 
of reason and science, it must be repudiated by all 
who dare openly and frankly avow their sentiments. 
This may be deemed by those who have always read 
the Bible with their eye;.' closed, or who are interested 
in teaching its doctrines and mysteries, as very bold 
and presumptuous ; but let the reader refer to the 
extracts contained in tills little book, {and which are 
only a few to what :ony he a'ld'ieed) and I am per- 
suaded that he will at once acknowledge that I 
am perfectly justified in makin;: these sialeutenis. 
Indeed, so extremely immoral and disgusting^ oh 
scene, are many passages in this book, that 1 feel 
almost Eshaiiicd to publish them, and I am sure that 
any one who has the least, sen-e of delicacy »v chas- 
tity, will blush, to read them. A hook which had 
realij originated from an OmutscteiH and. Muts ill cent. 
Divinity— a book which was the word, or organ of 
such a being, mu3t inculcate in every chapter and in 
every verse, llie strictest, the purest, and most o\- 
altfid morality ; must constantly exhort mankind io 



every thing that was just, rational and charitable : 
and must contain no language but that which wa; 
exquisitely beautiful and elevating: and no express 
sions but those which «ere irresistibly persuasive 
and convincing. But the Bible is a boot, as may 
be seen on a reference to these extracts, quite the 
reverse of this. We are compelled, therefore, to 
conclude against tin.' ostabil.-iUt-el opinions of society, 
that it cannot be of Divine origin, and that conse- 
Ljui!in.ly it cannot be the word of God. 

My humble, but divided opinion is, as I have pre- 
viously observed, that it was nothing more than a 
mere imposition; an imposition which was palmed 
upon mankind by the Christian priesthood, for the 
purpose of deluding or enslaving them; for the pur- 
pose of leading them from I ho open and cheering paths 
of knowledge and improvement., into the nauseous and 
gloomy quagmires of ignorance and superstition. The 
priesthood of every sett of religion, in every country 
of the habitable globe, havoin^rtnm! and perpetuated 
oertain impositions, by mean- of -which Ihey have con- 
ceived they would lie enabled to nmintain and increase 
their influence over tin; minds of their follower*; so 
that thereby they nnVhi still continue to luxuriate in 
ease and enjoyment, while thoir poor deluded victims 
repined in ignorance and woe. And this is such an 
imposition now established and supported by the 
Christian priesthood — an imposition which is the 
corner stone of all thoir power, the fountain of all 
their influence. It has been the tool which they 
have invariably used in i.'lo accomplishment of their 
objects, however selfish ; and in the consummation 
of their machinations, however odious. Whenever 
they liavo massacred, immolated, or incarcerated 
those who have dared to dispute their viccgerency, 
or who have presumed to expose their doctrines, or 
denounce thoir p radioes, they have quoted this im- 
position as their authority. Whenever they have de- 



fended, or connived at the extortions of tin- tyrants 
who bave flattered or supported them, they have 

SL-oted this imposition a? linir authority. Whenever 
ley have opposed any system or any measure, which 
they considered would no inimical to their interests, 
or subversive of tlit-ir power, they havo quoted tliis 
imposition as their autLority. And the sooner this 
imposition is removed— the sooner the few good seeds 
wlneh it may contain are ex t moled from it, and the 
immense mass of chain; cast into oblivion, the better 
will it be for the amelioration and progression of 
man. Perhaps the expression of sueh opinions as 
these may be. painful to the feelings of many exoei- 
lenl: individuals. For this I am truly sorry, as my 
object is, not to cause pain or uneasiness, but to ex- 
pose error and imposture. The time has now arrived 
when truth must come out . when (ruth must be spoken, 
" without mystery, mixture cf error, or fear of man." 
Too long, indeed, lias this precious jewel been sac- 
rificed to the paltry predilections of interest" and 
prejudice. Too long have we been tossed in the 
dark and unfathomable yulf of bigotry and intoler- 
ance ; we must now make our way to the expansive 
and unruffled ocean of reason and inquiry, and there, 
free from the storms of perseriition. and' the squalls 
of denunciation, proceed, on our onward course, in 
security and felicity.
